Louisiana Parishes Are Modifying In 
Some Instances the Quarantine 


and a More Hopeful Feel­ 
ing Prevails. 


New Orleans, Aug. 7.—W ith $70,000 
Immediately In 
hand 
resulting 
from 
Uradatreet'a assessm ent on citizens ol 
New Orleans no 
difficulties 
whatever 
stand In the way of the Immediate In­ 
auguration of Federal control of the 
fever situation. 
Dr. W hite estim ated 
the total expenses for eradication at 
$1500 to $2000 or from $180,000 to $240,- 
000 for four months, which carry the 
cam paign Into 
December, by 
which 
Ulm# frost m ay be expected. There is. 
therefore, available enough 
money to 
go forward with F ederal plans at high 
pressure 
for 
a rrfonth or six weeks, 
and long before that tim e It is assured 
by Mayor Behrman and Chairman Jan­ 
vier of th e citizens’ com m ittee the total 
of the $250,000 asked by the govern­ 
ment will be In hand. 
If com plete su c­ 
cess crow ns the w ork of the marine 
hospital bureau It Is possible the fever 
will be com pletely under 
control by 
Sept. 15 w ithout requiring the expend­ 
iture of the m axim um figure which

asked from the city to stam p out the

rection of that doctor. 
E ngines of the 
fire d ep artm en t are m ade available in 
flushing and other cleaning work that 
m ay be demanded. 
Local political cuts no figure w hatever 
In the situation, and the governm ent is 
to have full au th o rity to hire and d is­ 
charge w hom soever It pleases. 
E fforts 
are to be m ade to assist 
It getting 
th e m ost reliable l abor available. 
On the other hand, In addition to 
the w ork th a t Is to be done here, it Is 
ex pee ted th at all resources of the F ed ­ 
eral governm ent will be used In o b tain ­ 
ing the m odification 
of the

q u aran tin e regulations th a t are now in 
effect so New O rleans will be aint to 
1 resum e com m ercial relations w ith s u r­ 
rounding states. 
The good effect of 
1 F ederal control is already evidenced in

The fact there w as a 
slight filii in the number of new cases,

UATI0N. 


State Health Officer Tabor, in an 
interview in the Galveston News, 
expresses satisfaction that the fed­ 
eral government has taken charge 
of the yellow 
fever situation at 
New Orleans, but says the work 
must not be confined to New Or­ 
leans alone, as cases have devel­ 
oped at other points in that state. 
Continuing, Dr. Tabor says: 
“ Texas, so far, is the only Gulf 
State that is and has been free of 
yellow fever this summer. 
F lor­ 
ida. Alabama, Mississippi, A rkan­ 
sas and Louisiana on the east have 
developed cases, and on the other 
side there is Mexico with a few 
cases at Vera Cruz. 
We are sand- 
witched in between it, so to speak.” 
Relative to the situation on the 
Texas-Louisiana border, Dr. Tabor 
said everything is in good working 
order, and is quite satisfactory. 
The congestion is now about over. 
in all, stated Dr. Tabor, there are 
approximately 500 people in the 
six detention camps on the border, 
who are waiting for 
their time 
limit to expire before being per­ 
mitted 
to enter Texas. 
Of this 
number there are about 125 at 
Echo, 75 at Logansport and from 
50 to 75 at each of the other four 
stations.
